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A Florida-based New Urbanist designs grand single-family residences and contributes 
to large-scale community planning. By Dan Cooper 


he warm climes of Florida have been the spawning ground for New Urbanism, and archi- 
tect Geoffrey Mouen’s office is located in one of the movement’s most famous zip codes, 
34747, also known as Celebration. Here, Mouen and his 16-person staff address the wants 
and needs of individuals and entire towns as the firm designs homes and public buildings in 
a variety of historically inspired styles, all while reflecting the tenets of New Urbanism. 

Mouen’s career path has followed an enviable trajectory. After earning his Master in Architecture 
from the Savannah College of Art and Design in 1989, he arrived in New York City, eventually working 
for Robert A.M. Stern Architects, where he became an associate involved with the gamut of project 
types. Then, in 1996, he and his wife became the parents of twins, and citing the usual, frenzied quali- 
ty-of-life issues endemic to those working 80 hours while trying to rear children, they realized they 
wanted to spend more time as a family. “The kids were being raised by the nanny,” says Mouen, “so we 
decided to slow down a bit and move to Celebration in 1999, where I became the town architect.” 

After three years in that position, Mouen decided to start his own practice, Geoffrey Mouen 
Architects (GMA), which had always been his ultimate professional goal. “Being the town architect of 
Celebration was the perfect incubation period for me,” he says. “I had built a strong reputation with the 
local builders and clients, which made me a well-known New Urbanist architect, and this in turn has 
led to my company’s expansion in both the scale and location of projects.” 

The firm’s stock-in-trade has traditionally been high-end residences, many of which are located in 
the southeastern U.S., although the firm now has commissions well beyond this area and outside the 
country. Espousing New Urbanist ideals, Mouen's work is designed to integrate communities and often 
draws from a traditional vocabulary indigenous to warmer regions. 


Background Building 


Some of the more distinctive examples of the company's work are a series of beach houses located on 
the Gulf Coast in Rosemary Beach, near Florida's earliest New Urbanist community, Seaside. Built in 
the Anglo-Caribbean style, these residences are a blend of Mediterranean-influenced masonry ground 
floors coupled with shingled or clapboarded upper stories that are adorned with heavily bracketed 
porches and deeply overhanging eaves. Each structure reveals an intimate awareness of early-20th-cen- 
tury North American influences while blending them in а unique manner that carefully avoids rote 
reproduction. In all of these homes, one observes the nuances of Spanish Colonial transitioning seam- 
lessly into Shingle or Craftsman style detailing. 

“The Rosemary Beach neighborhood has 400-500 houses that are primarily vacation homes,” says 
Mouen. “When I first went there, I saw that every architect was doing a fantastic job, and that each 
home was a masterpiece. You couldn’t fault them, but because every house was a masterpiece, the over- 
all impression was that everything was a little overdone. It was like going through a museum where 

ou'd get burned out looking at the vast amount of detail. 

“With our beach houses, I wanted to simplify the architecture a little bit, and make it contribute 
toward a more cohesive-looking neighborhood rather than have each residence draw too much atten- 
tion to itself. We created ‘background’ buildings; we feel that not every house has to be a ‘foreground’

building.” This concept could be challenging, Mouen notes, when working 
with high-end clients. “They often want to make a strong statement,” he 
says, “but what I’ve found is that if you present the plans as part of an 
entire streetscape, they'll feel that it looks as good as the others without 
overstepping. However, sometimes with ‘new money’ they'll want some- 
thing wild, and in this case, I'll try to point them elsewhere. We work hard 
to have a presence in design but also blend in well with the character of 
the neighborhood and context in terms of the environment.” 

This use of restraint, when faced with the temptation of excess, is also 
evident in the Barillas residence in Orlando, FL. “A lot of the homes in the 
development are ‘Mediterranean on steroids,’ so when we sat down with 
the client, who wanted a traditional Spanish Hacienda, we pored through 
our library and went over the works of George Washington Smith and 
Addison Mizner, as well as photos of houses from rural Spain and other 
vernacular examples,” says Mouen. “We wanted the place to be grand, but 
not pretentious.” Indeed, the sprawling Barillas residence is unmistakably 
Spanish in influence, but exhibits a refinement that precludes overstate- 
ment. Recalling the architecture of southern California or Florida of the 
1920s, the stucco fagade is tastefully embellished to avoid the appearance 
of extraneous ornamentation. Mouen also designed а barrel-vaulted 
gallery and vaulted ceilings, which lend an opulent touch to the interior. 


Classical Roots 


Mouen has also produced strictly Neoclassical homes for clients. The 
Hoepker residence in the historic College Park section of Orlando is 
designed in the Southern plantation tradition, and is adorned with mas- 
sive, two-story columns that belie the 30-ft. height restriction imposed by 
the local historic district. The L-shaped lot proved challenging as well, and 
the architect was able to incorporate a two-story wing that encloses the 
garage bays at its base, emulating the carriage entrances of the past in lieu 
of a standalone garage. 

Mindful of the house’s place in the historic district, Mouen incorporat- 
ed traditional Neoclassical design motifs and concepts into the interior, 
with rooms leading off of a center hallway. Entry to the parlors is gained

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through large colonnades, and throughout the first floor, heavy moldings 
appropriate to the period frame doors and windows, while the kitchen 
pays homage to turn-of-the-century culinary cabinetry with its simple 
lines and restrained, but solid, finish work. 

At The Waters in Montgomery, AL, Mouen created a Southern variation 
on the ubiquitous Federal style, with an added columned front portico. 
“We wanted a simple Colonial with a two-story porch and a Classical ver- 
nacular that fit into the coastal South,” he says. The porch itself lends the 
impression of a turn-of-the-century Colonial Revival addition to an earlier 
19th-century construction, and an el at the rear of the home contributes to 
the impression that the residence has evolved over the decades. Mouen is 
justifiably proud of these houses’ air of authenticity: “People ask the own- 
ers ‘when did you renovate?’ when in truth, these are all new buildings.” 

Mouen’s commissions aren’t limited to styles found solely in the south- 
eastern part of the country; his Rabbitt residence, sited on Chesapeake 
Bay in Maryland, is directly inspired by the Shingle Style that is so preva- 
lent in New York and New England. The main, gambrel-roofed home is a 
convincing pastiche of Shingle and Colonial Revival influences, but an 
innovative adaption is a quaint guesthouse on the property, which features 
a projecting second-story bay window.

Multi-Unit 


GMA has also designed large multi-unit projects in New Urbanist com- 
munities, notably the Albany Lofts and the Candella Townhouses. Both 
developments reflect time-honored historic styles; in the Bahamian Albany 
Lofts, one observes the graceful Anglo-Caribbean stylings of the islands, 
while in the Candella Townhouses, in Kissimmee, FL, Mizner’s influence is 
present in the grand massings of its Spanish Colonial fagade, revealing the 
early-20th-century hybridization of Spanish and Neoclassical styles. 
Dealing with the extremes of heat and humidity in the Southeast typi- 
cally compels builders to seek alternatives to wood for exterior trim, even 
when creating historically accurate structures that would have used lum- 
ber. “Interestingly enough,” says Mouen, “on the Hoepker house, there isn’t 
any wood on the exterior whatsoever. It’s a great example of using stock 
parts and pieces of manmade materials to create traditional architecture.

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Nobody uses wood in Celebration — in fact, the first phases of buildings 
that did use it had to have their wood trim replaced in two years.” 

Of course, mass-produced trim has its limitations. “The composite 
materials have come a long way in detail and scale, but I noticed there was 
a proportional problem,” says Mouen. “When designing a Classical 
roofline, and employing the sima molding, you find that when you connect 
this from the rake edge to the edge along the eaves, the horizontal mold- 
ings are actually a different size, as the rake edge intersects at an angle. The 
easy way out is the poor-man’s entablature, where the rake edge is mitered 
into the horizontal. In the old days though, carpenters used a different 
molding knife for each profile. Fortunately, I was able to consult with 
AZEK Building Products and convinced them to manufacture two sets of 
profiles that will work with almost all roof pitches. One series is intended 
for 3/12 to 5.5/12 roofs and the other is for 6/12 to 12/12. Now anyone 
designing a Classical gable can have access 
to the properly proportioned moldings in 
a manmade material.” 


Going Green 
Perhaps Mouen’s most boldly designed 


residence is the recently completed 
Tradewinds Show Home of 2008, in 
Baldwin Park, FL. Mindful of the height- 
ened interest in sustainability and green 
building techniques, Mouen took a giant 
leap backwards in creating an energy-effi- 
cient home — he used prevailing winds to 
cool the structure. “We studied the 
breezes as they affected the site, and by 
using 13-ft.-high ceilings, and clerestory 
windows for convection, we can actually 
shut the air conditioning off most of the 
time. There are three wings to the house, 
each of which has windows and doors on 
both sides and an entire wall in the 
kitchen can be opened to the wind on 
both sides of each wing. We also used 
broadly overhanging eaves, which are 
important for shade, and the foundation 
is raised up five feet to contribute to the 
convection. There's also an insulated, 
reflective metal roof that keeps the attic 
cool, lowering the burden on the air 
conditioning, and we located the air- 
conditioning unit in the center of the

attic to minimize the length of the duct runs. As long as the wind is 5-6 
knots, air conditioning isn’t needed eight months of the year. If it’s 85 
degrees outside, it feels like it’s 72 inside the home. We wanted to show 
that you don’t need gadgets and gizmos to be green, and we received 
Florida Green Certification even though there are no active solar or geot- 
hermal units.” 

The aesthetics of the Tradewinds house depart from its neighbors as 
well. “For this showcase house, we chose to use the Anglo-Caribbean style, 
which is somewhat different from the other residences in the area that are 
built in variations of the typical 1920s revival styles,” says Mouen. “The 
actual massing of the house is based on a Roman Villa; I like to say that it 
has Roman bones. The design is appropriate to the climate and we used 
locally available materials, such as locally harvested and milled cypress 
timbers and local stucco and masonry.” 


Architectural Charrette Team 


Along with GMA, Mouen maintains a separate company, known as the 
Architectural Charrette Team, or ACT, which provides design guidance on 
a larger scale without the same amount of involvement in construction 
they normally devote to individual residences. 

Mouen had sensed a need for quality architectural design at a more 
affordable price range. “We offer charrettes, consultations and schematics 
to developers and builders seeking to create attractive and distinctive 
complexes,” he says. “We can make a greater impact for the general good 
on the public and environment. Our system allows a top-tier architect like 
Robert Stern, Michael Imber, Don Swartz or Marianne Cusato to come in 
and have a positive impact on production buildings. Our architectural 
charrette team will design the construction plans and value engineer the 
whole process; this allows builders and developers to get the best design 
talent while maintaining their design costs. 

“For example, in a period of three to four months, we produced 90 
houses of different types; that’s 90 multiple elevations in ten different pro- 
duction types in one specific style. We work really hard to help developers 


envision the architectural style for their project, and we engage the 
builder and developer and want them involved in the decision making 
process so we can extract what they need and how they plan to market and 
sell their development. We design conceptually compared to what they 
normally do, which is to ‘make it fit,’ which often means not following 
New Urbanist standards like putting the garage in the back. Our goal is to 
walk the principals, the developers, the builders and anyone else involved 
through the process by getting them all in the same room at the same time 
for a charrette, which cuts down the ‘back and forth’ time a great deal and 
expedites the process immeasurably.” 

In a typical scenario involving ACT, a developer will hire the firm to 
define the vision of a community and then ask them to design a series of 
buildings, a pattern book or a design code for a development. ACT also 
works with town architects, and will review proposed projects for towns 
like Celebration and Jupiter. They also establish design review procedures 
and design codes and help administer them. 

ACT is also taking full advantage of technological advances. “In 
Cyprus,” says Mouen, “we’re working with Robert Stern on a project 
called Secret Valley. The site is so remote that instead of a design book, 
everything is posted on the website. So we can update information, and 
then we can track the review process and use document management soft- 
ware to control and track all changes to the design and allow the devel- 
oper to download the architectural design scheme. We'll teleconference 
with Skype or a similar method and this allows us to keep it clean and sim- 
ple to organize documentation and communicate with international 
clients. It’s a great step forward.” 

Mouen is keenly aware of his role in creating not only beautifull 
designed homes, but also his responsibility to the livability of neighborhoods 
and towns. “We are trying to make a positive impact on the public and the 
environment,” he says. “Our concept allows an important architect to come 
in and create great designs for the production builder. I like to think that this 


allows us to change America much more than one house at a time.” m

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Frame of Reterence 


A simple design and a collaborative process are often hallmarks of a successful timber-framing project. By Amy Cornelius, LEED АР 


imber framing is one of the oldest construction techniques 

known to man, but it remains one of the least understood in 

the marketplace. Evocative pictures greet us from magazines 

and coffee-table books, encouraging visions of grand rooms 

and entrances for homes, churches, office buildings, barns and 
even enhancements to our landscapes. The problem arises after the vision: 
how do we design, build and afford the dream? 


Timber Framing Today 


The traditional definition of timber framing — “a frame constructed of 
heavy timbers using mortise and tenon joinery that is held together with 
wooden pegs” — is expanding as the industry and design aesthetics evolve. 

Designers’ desires for longer spans and more complex joinery, coupled 
with increased engineering review rigor, are driving timber framers to 
include more steel in their projects and to use a multitude of metal fas- 
tening systems. The steel can be hidden within the frame or it can be vis- 
ible, or expressed. Most often expressed steel is seen as an integral part of 
the overall design of the structure. 

Many timber framers are also working with manufactured timbers, 
including glued-laminated and PSL (parallel-strand lumber) material. These 
timbers, manufactured from thin pieces, or “slices,” of kiln-dried wood and 
then adhered under pressure, have high tensile strength and allow designers 
to achieve significant spans. They can also be quite beautiful. 

Timber frames are manufactured in a variety of ways. Most shops use 
some combination of power tools (chain mortise machines, etc.) and hand 
tools, such as chisels and mallets, for joint cleanup. Some specialized com- 
panies work in environments that are powered by water wheels and use 
only hand tools, others are slightly more automated and there are an 
increasing number of shops that employ CNC (computer numerical con- 
trol) technology. CNC technology allows computer design programs to 
communicate directly with large robotic milling machines that then cut the 
entire frame. Some companies cut entire frames using CNC technology 
while others cut repetitive components, leaving the unique or more visible 
pieces to be hand-cut. Even in the fully automated frame shops, there is still 
a certain amount of hand work involved in cleaning up and finishing the 
frame, and sometimes in the more specialized compound joinery. 


A Natural Choice 


In a timber frame, the structure of the building is exposed inside the 
building. This is akin to inviting the outdoors inside, bringing the occupants 
closer to nature while providing almost all of the decoration that the home 
or structure may ever need. The interior spaces created are unencumbered 
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by structural walls, allowing for an open floor plan that can be reconfig- 
ured to the occupants’ needs and have a tangible feeling that exudes 
warmth, strength and security. 

Timber framers work with many species of wood and many work with 
wood that is local to their community. Each species has its own characteris- 
tic look and personality. Newly sawn or green oak is particularly person- 
able when it is introduced to the heated environment. A framer once told 


me that his client complained of gunshots downstairs in the night — it was 
the oak frame checking as it dried in the dry heat of the house. Timber

framers use a variety of species, including hardwoods (beech, birch, chest- 
nut, elm, oaks, maple, cherry and hickory) and softwoods (cedar, firs, 
hemlock, larch, pine, spruce and tamarack). 

Timber framing is one of the most sustainable building methods avail- 
able, supporting good forest management, low-carbon-input manufacturing 
processes and energy efficiency. Timber frames are typically manufactured 
off-site and raised in a matter of days. The prefabricated nature of the frame 
reduces construction time and site waste. Also, the choice of enclosure Sys- 
tems for the frame can make it very energy efficient and airtight. 

A significant percentage of timber frames are enclosed with SIPS (struc- 
tural insulated panels) that, when installed, form a blanket of insulation 
around the frame that provides a significant R-value, very little thermal 
bridging and an airtight barrier. Much like a sandwich, SIPS are constructed 
of two outer layers of OSB (oriented strand board) that are filled with a 
thick layer of foam (polystyrene or polyurethane). The SIPS are applied to 
the outside of the timber frame, leaving the timbers fully exposed. SIPS are 
manufactured off-site and can be pre-cut for windows and door penetra- 
tions, further lessening on-site construction waste and construction time. 


Design Basics 


Simple, uncomplicated design does not mean boring. It does mean that 
keeping the design simple, without complex roof systems, multiple dorm- 
ers and various appurtenances, will help minimize costs while showcasing 
the timbers without clutter. 

Timber framing is extremely labor intensive. Even frames that have 
been cut on CNC machines often require hand finishing. Every time the 
timber framer works with the timber, the cost increases. So, if you have a 
kiln-dried, 545 (smooth four sides) timber that is perfectly straight and the 
final design requires the same, the framer will work with it about three 
times: assessing, laying-out and cutting. Each time the design becomes 
more complex — such as when the project utilizes antique wood that is b 
nature often out of square and/or filled with nails, hand-hewn finishes, 
hand-carved embellishments and compound joinery — the time spent with 
the timber increases. This makes a direct impact upon the project budget. 
Not that any of these things are bad, but they should be recognized up 
front by the design team. 

Complexity also brings with it increased volumes of wood. Timber 
orders are measured in board footage, where a board foot equals a piece 
of wood that measures one in. by one ft. long by one ft. wide. Adding hips, 
valleys and dormers to the frame increases the total board footage that is 
purchased for the project, and the loss factor in each piece increases as 
steep angles are cut into the timbers. In the case of dormers, the total 
board footage of the roof increases and the pieces that are added to the 3 à 
project are much more complex, adding to materials and labor expense. Collaborative Design 
The collaborative design process is an iterative one that refines the design 
as the scope of the project evolves and is crucial to a successful timber 
frame project. Collaborative design is a communication intensive process 
that has measurable benefits; these may include, for example, identifying 
synergies between building size, fenestration and mechanical equipment 
needs, or synergies between plantings, building orientation and water use. 

It is important to assemble the collaborative design team early in the 
process, preferably at the conceptual design stage, and charge them with 
developing complete, solid plans before starting any construction. The 
team should at least include the client, the architect/ designer, the builder, 
the timber framer, the HVAC contractor or consultant, the sustainable 
and/or civil engineer (if any) and the landscape architect. The plans they 
develop should include architectural, structural and framing, mechanical, 
storm water, electrical and plumbing. 

Many times clients avoid MEP drawings to save costs, with the belief that 
the general contractor and subcontractors will be able to develop the best 
mechanical program. When stick framing a structure, this approach often 
results in cost overruns. Given the prefabricated nature of timber framing 
and the limited interior walls, this approach quickly results in problems with 
routing and installing utilities. These problems frustrate the construction 
team and often result in additional costs for materials and labor. Avoiding the 
MEP drawings may also have long-term cost effects on operating the build- 
ing because design synergies were not considered at the onset. 

Bringing this team in early lays a foundation of good communication at 
the outset of the project that flows throughout the entire construction 
process. It allows for tighter bidding, reduces cost overruns from change 
orders and reduces total construction time. It also sends a message to the 
construction team that this is a project that has been well thought out. This 
often causes the construction team to take greater care in their own work, 
resulting in a better project all around. 

Timber framing is a specialty business and a timber framer should be 
included in the design process for a number of reasons. Most importantly, 
the lack of interior walls and the prefabricated nature of the frame present

unique challenges for routing mechanical systems, and there is little wig- 
gle room for changing the frame once it is fabricated. That is not to say 
that you are “stuck” with the framer for the duration of the project. The 
timber framer can be brought to the project as a paid consultant to address 
design issues and to develop a set of CAD drawings to be used in the bid- 
ding process. In this role, the timber framer will identify potential factors 
that affect cost and buildabilty, including timber sizing, wood species and 
design complexities, and identify design problems such as stair openings 
and door and frame conflicts. By identifying pitfalls and opportunities 
early, the client will save money and time on the frame that can be rolled 
into the project as a whole. 

Pam Hinton is the executive director of the Timber Frame Business 
Council. “Our goal as an industry is to become more interactive with 
architects earlier in the process,” she says. “Our membership of experi- 
enced timber framers can help architects and their clients save money and 
make the projects more successful. Working as a team, the timber framer 
can do what it takes to express the architect’s vision in wood — a good col- 
laboration will express the intent of the design and maximize the poten- 
tial of the materials used.”

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Cost Analyses 


There is no doubt that timber framing is more expensive than stick fram- 
ing, but collaborative design and simple design help to control costs. The 
collaborative design process helps to achieve the vision with a timber- 
frame design that optimizes structural strength, total board-foot volume 
and manufacturing processes. During the design process, other cost driv- 
ers are determined and weighed against the overall project goals. 

One of these drivers is the choice of wood species. Choosing oak over 
mahogany would dramatically reduce materials costs but may not achieve 
the desired look. During the design process the team should review the 
characteristics of various species and tour several timber frames before 
selecting the species. 

Another cost driver is the quality of the wood, whether green (freshly 
felled), kiln dried or reclaimed. Each of these can markedly affect the 
price of the frame, with green wood typically the least expensive and 
reclaimed wood the most expensive. A rule of thumb is that the drier the 
wood, the more stable, hence less checking and tighter joints over time. 
These issues rarely have a structural impact on the frame and are usually 
aesthetic choices. Requiring certified woods (Forest Stewardship Council 
certified) sometimes affects price and availability of certain species and 
should be reviewed during the design process. 

The finish on the timbers is yet another cost consideration. As dis- 
cussed above, each time the framer works with the timber, it affects the 
cost of the frame. A rough-sawn frame is the simplest. Requiring 545 
requires additional milling. Sanding and oiling, hand-hewn finishes, adzing 
and sandblasting all provide distinct looks but require multiple handling of 
the timbers. 

Planning for the raising is an often misunderstood cost driver in tim- 
ber framing. Raising a timber frame takes an awful lot of space and this is 
something that is often lacking around construction sites. The best case 
scenario for the timber framer is to have an area equal to the dimensions 
of an entire bent (end wall) available on the ground to assemble the frame 
and ready it for raising. In this best case there are no other walls existing 
on the site, just a clear, level, squared deck. This is the easiest and least 
costly situation, while raising the frame after three of the four walls are 
standing or trying to raise trusses in a room where the roof has already 
been placed makes for a more difficult and costly installation. 

Access and site requirements also drive costs. A steeply sloping lot or 
an inaccessible driveway may preclude the use of a crane to raise the frame 
and add many labor hours for installation. 

One way to control costs is to design a hybrid frame that utilizes tim- 
ber framing in the highly visibility areas and uses stick framing or SIPS 
construction in the remainder of the spaces. Often timber-framed great 
rooms and front porches are clad with and then married to SIPS con- 
struction. As discussed above, SIPS provide structural support. 
Additionally, because of their design, they can be used as structural build- 
ing members, so whole buildings can be constructed of SIPS. 

Another hybrid technique is to include trusses in the design that are 
supported by SIPS or stick-framed walls. It should be recognized though 
that trusses can be structural or decorative, but the cost for each will be 
about the same so they might as well earn their keep. 

In conclusion, timber framing is not only one of the oldest construction 
techniques known to man, it is also among the most beautiful. That, cou- 
pled with its sustainable nature, long life and design flexibility, should make 
it the choice method for anyone contemplating a new building project. 8

rowing up in London in the 1970s, Sassan Gharai was a tireless 

sightseer. “I would walk and walk through neighborhoods for 

hours,” recalls the Maryland-based architect/developer. “I 

went to high school right between Parliament and Westminster 
Abbey — I could not have been a more Central London kid. And I loved 
finding out the stories behind the buildings, making connections between 
the architects, figuring out the reasons behind the shapes and materials, 
putting together pieces of the puzzle.” 

He unexpectedly put together another piece of the London puzzle in 
the 1980s, while studying architecture at Catholic University in 
Washington, DC. In a class about 19th-century English architecture, “| 
heard for the first time about William Butterfield,” Gharai recalls. 
Butterfield (1814-1900), a Gothic Revival specialist, designed steep- 
roofed, austerely planar, patterned-brick buildings such as London’s All 
Saints Church and Oxford’s Keble College. As Gharai launched a career 
developing mixed-use and residential complexes around Washington, DC, 
he kept finding out more about Butterfield: reading his correspondence 
with clients and colleagues, walking past his Georgian townhouse on 
London’s Bedford Square and researching his influence on now-more- 
famous architects like Richard Norman Shaw and William Morris. 

So as soon as Gharai had a chance, he named one of his own innovative 
brick buildings after Butterfield. The 50,000-sq.ft. mass of Butterfield 
House now snugly occupies the 9,600-sq.ft. lot of a former Shell gas sta- 
tion in the Capitol Hill historic district. Despite its pragmatic quotient of 
28 condos and 24 underground parking spaces, the project is full of lofty 
and playful references to architectural and local history. 

Gharai knew in advance that the site would require some soil cleanup 
— *but we'd solve that problem by digging out deeply for the garage, he 
explains. A thornier planning obstacle was the footprint. At one corner, 
the property has one of those only-in- Washington, DC, weird angles (60 
degrees), caused by the intersections of urban planner Pierre Charles 
L'Enfant's 17906 radial avenues and street grids. So Gharai decided to tuck 
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The corner bay, per local law, was allowed to protrude just past the property line 
into a 60-degree angle formed by the intersections of only-in-Washington street 


grids and radial avenues. Along the synthetic slate roof, steep pediments and 
shed-roof dormers help disguise the building's six-story bulk. 


a faceted bay into the triangle point — in Washington, DC, bays can legally 
extend just past the property line, so the projection helped Gharai squeeze 
in a few bonus square feet. Then he repeated the faceted form along the 
facade, “creating a uniform rhythm,” he explains.

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Corbels protrude beside bays trimmed in cast stone. 


The recurring bays have steeply pitched pediments, which alternate 
with shed-roofed dormers along the synthetic slate roof. The lively silhou- 
ette suits the neighborhood’s uninterrupted rows of gabled Victorian 
townhouses, and helps disguise the height (six stories) of the steel-frame 
building. “At the roof level,” explains Susan M. Petersen, the project archi- 
tect at Gharai’s firm, SGA Companies, “we had to be careful to step back 
the steel columns, to keep them from protruding.” 

To clad the steel skeleton, SGA devised a mixture of bricks (from the 
Red Cliff line in the Tuscan Series by Glen-Gery Brick of Wyomissing, PA) 
trimmed in charcoal-gray cast stone (from Edwards Cast Stone Co. in 
Dubuque, IA) along the pediments, bay balconies, lintels, and string 
courses. Mortar formulas were tinted to match the bricks, “which creates 
the feeling of a monolithic mass,” Gharai notes. A few black bricks are scat- 
tered in the red planes, and red cast-stone columns, in pairs of cylinders, 
support the steeply gabled porticos and have been stained to mimic Glen- 
Gery’s Red Cliff hue. 

The red-and-black palette will gradually be joined by verdigris: SGA 
ѕрес' copper flashing and downspouts from Prospect Waterproofing Co. of 
Sterling, VA. “Once the copper patinas up,” Petersen predicts, “the building 
will definitely feel like a long-time piece of the neighborhood. People 
already mistake it for a renovation of an existing building.” Gharai describes 
Butterfield House’s overall color scheme as “very Washingtonian. It relates 
to Adolf Cluss’s 1880s Arts and Industries Building.” 

The bricklayers, from Calvert Masonry in Manassas, VA, varied 
Butterfield House’s surface textures: basket-weave patterns in the porti- 
cos, stack bond areas between windows, and spines of corbels swelling 
gently between bays. Gharai explains that the corbels “are not structural, 
they’re attached and decorative, just like the ones Butterfield used.” While 
SGA expected the corbels’ serrated, cantilevered edges to pose the great- 
est challenges to the masons, “it was actually the stack bond that turned 
out to be trickiest to get to the level of quality we were looking for,” 
Petersen recalls. “Those sections had to be redone a few times until the 
lines were perfectly straight.” The masons, Gharai adds, “did a great job in 
the end — they put up with all my fussiness.” 

For all his devotion to traditional ornament, Gharai worked a few con- 
temporary-flavored details into Butterfield House, including the cylindrical 
portico columns and some horizontal spans of exposed I-beams under the 
arched windows. Early on in the design process, he recalls, “I asked myself, 
‘How would Butterfield’s type of Gothic architecture have evolved, if 
Modern architecture had never happened?" The industrial-seeming beams 
are decorative, not structural, and have historical precedents, he explains: 
“You see that detail on a lot of 19th-century buildings, and not just facto- 
ries — you see them sometimes in the work of Frank Furness, who’s anoth- 
er one of my architectural heroes along with Butterfield.” 

As SGA maneuvered its proposal through the approvals processes, it 
received virtually unanimous support from neighborhood groups and 
review boards. “The neighbors were delighted that we'd been so respectful

of the context, and not out to maximize profit or make some maverick 
architectural statement," Gharai says. In his company's 12-year history, he 
adds, "this is the closest Гуе come to building exactly what I'd originally 
envisioned.” Customers, too, have been thrilled. Open houses have attract- 
ed hundreds of people, as brokers point out the wainscoting, thick mold- 
ings, solid cherry floors and doors, a roof garden with views from the 
Anacostia River to the Washington Monument and super-insulated walls 
that keep utility bills low (Gharai has fielded calls from surprised occupants 
wondering if their meters might be broken). The interiors, with slanted 
walls and alcoves within the bays, have the charming asymmetry of units 
carved out of reused Victorian buildings, like schools or parish houses. 
SGA sold out three-quarters of the units within the first few months of 
sales, ^which is particularly amazing in this real-estate-market downturn 
we're in,” says Gharai. Petersen reports that she enjoys meeting with the 
new owners: "They tell us that they love living in this work of art, that it 
has amazing personality." Gharai adds that at open houses, “Гуе overheard 
people say, 4 have to live here!' There's a real heft and gravity to the build- 
ing that people notice. They respond to the level of detail, the craftsman- 
ship, all the angles and ins and outs. I'm fascinated that there've been such 
visceral reactions. The traditional design and human scale tap into some- 
thing very deep down in people. We've touched on some kind of arche- 
type of what a building should be. And Butterfield House will only get 
more graceful, and develop new character, with age." — Eve M. Kahn

usan B. Anthony Square, a rectangular 

park with a bronze statue of the civil and 

women’s rights leader seated across 

from Frederick Douglass, occupies a 
city block just west of downtown Rochester, 
NY. It is surrounded by an eclectic mix of free- 
standing houses built mostly between the 1820s 
and the early-20th century. Madison Street, 
which bounds the park to the west, includes 
two examples of houses that fit the neighbor- 
hood context: 17 Madison is the mid-1840s 
brick house that served as Anthony’s residence 
and headquarters for 40 years (and where she 
was arrested for illegally casting a ballot in the 
1872 presidential election); and, eleven doors 
north, 43 Madison is a 1,200-sq.ft. Greek 
Revival-inspired house that was completed in 
2007 by Habitat for Humanity (НЕН). 

Over the past 32 years, Habitat for Humanity 
International has built and rehabilitated over 
250,000 homes for low-income families. In the 
ULS., there are 1,500 independent, locally run HFH affiliates. The Rochester 
affiliate, Flower City Habitat for Humanity, has built more than 125 homes 
since 1984. 

Recently, HFH has sought to upgrade its design standards, in part 
because it has sometimes had difficulty getting HFH projects approved in 
certain communities. In 2004, working with a grant from the National 
Endowment for the Arts, the U.S. Area Office of Habitat for Humanity 
International joined forces with the New York City-based Institute of 
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In collaboration with the Institute of Classical Architecture & Classical America, Flower City Habitat for 
Humanity and Gardner Plus Architects, New York City-based Ariel -The Art of Building designed this house in 
Rochester, NY, as part of a pilot program to improve the design standards of the organization’s houses.

Classical Architecture & Classical America in a pilot program (see Period 
Homes, January 2006, p. 12) that produced designs for HFH houses in 
Norfolk, VA, Savannah, GA, and the house on Madison Street in 
Rochester. The goal of the program was to prove that the design quality of 
HFH homes could be improved by traditional architects working within 
the existing HFH guidelines. 

“My career has been mostly in the high-end residential arena, so it’s 
almost the exact diametric opposite,” says Richard Cameron, principal of 
NewYork City-based Ariel 
- The Art of Building, 
LLC, and creator of the 
concept design for the 
Rochester HFH house. 
“Гуе always asserted that 
with good design, you 
should be able to take the 
same set of elements and 
products and, in thinking 
through the design care- 
fully, come up with a 
much better house. So 
that was the challenge that 
we gave ourselves.” 

On an initial tour of the 
Rochester site, Cameron 
was struck by the garden 
suburb quality of the neigh- 
borhood around Susan B. 
Anthony Square. “One 
house that really appealed 
to me was this tiny, simple 
Greek Revival farmhouse, 
which was probably built

in the 1820s or ’30s,” he says. Using the farmhouse as a touchstone, 
Cameron developed the concept design — plans, elevations and perspective 
views — for the HFH house that would eventually be built at 43 Madison 
Street. Those documents were handed over to Flower City’s local architect, 
Gardner Plus Architects, PLLC, which created the construction documents 
and obtained all of the necessary approvals. 

While balancing working within HFH budget constraints and provid- 
ing aesthetically pleasing housing, Cameron pushed for slightly higher 
quality materials than those typically used on HFH houses, necessitating 
a certain level of maintenance on the part of the homeowners. Instead of 
vinyl siding, plastic trim and pressure-treated lumber, Cameron was able 
to convince Flower City HFH that composite siding and paint-grade 
trim and railings were important in creating a sense of responsibility. 
“My point was that you should be able to use a minimum amount of 
material that you would use on anyone’s house that requires a certain 
amount of maintenance, because that’s part 
of being house-proud,” says Cameron. 
“These people are investing a great deal of 
time and energy in bringing themselves up 
by their bootstraps, and this is a wonderful 
opportunity for them to have a home worthy 
of their efforts.” 

Cameron also focused on giving the house a 
presence larger than its diminutive 1 ,200-sq. ft. 
size. A large porch overlooks the street and 
wraps around the northern facade, providing an 
expansive outdoor space. In the interior, rather 
than a linear stair in the entry hall, the stairway 
winds around a two-story space to provide a 
sense of arrival upon entering the house. 

As a result of this attention to material 
quality and to creating a presence, the house 
fits in well with its neighbors, a fact that is 
crucial to changing perceptions of HFH hous- 
es and thereby removing obstacles to their 
construction in resistant neighborhoods. “It’s 
been a really fabulous success,” says Arthur 
Woodward, CEO of Flower City Habitat for 
Humanity, “and part of that is that this house 
is a beautiful fit in the neighborhood. Richard 
did a really great job with it, and the family 
loves it. It’s a very sweet low-income family 
that just had a little girl. They’ve furnished it 
beautifully and they are just thrilled with it.” 

“Most people think that traditional archi- 
tects only work for billionaires, so we were 
trying to show that it was possible to work 
with Habitat and design a traditional building, 
and that we could design something that 
could be built by a bunch of volunteers with- 
out construction experience,” says Cameron. 
“We demonstrated that it could be done, and 
now there is the pattern book that Urban 
Design Associates has put together. That’s 
where the big impact is likely to happen.” 

Eric Osth, AIA, of Urban Design Associates 
(UDA) of Pittsburgh, PA, served as principal 
in charge of A Pattern Book ‚юг Neighborly Houses, 
which was distributed to Habitat affiliates at 
the organization’s national conference in New 
Orleans last year and has been made available 
at regional HFH workshops. “The mission of 
the pattern book,” says Osth, “is to raise expec- 
tations for what Habitat housing can be, and to 
help people see affordable housing as an impor- 
tant tool for rebuilding neighborhoods.” 

With sections on neighborhood, housing, 
architectural and landscape patterns, the 
book offers tips that help affiliates under- 
stand what makes the architectural fabric of 
their region and neighborhoods unique. By 
promoting quality, contextual designs, it aims

sustainable and universal design. Ideally, such efforts will help promote 
the construction of HFH houses of the quality of 43 Madison in Rochester. 
“I think it has more than proved the point that it’s possible to design 


to raise regulating organizations’ expectations of HFH housing. “Often 
Habitat affiliates are interested in building houses in existing neighbor- 
hoods, so it’s important for them to have documents that can market to 


a high level of expectations,” says Osth. “There is great momentum 
toward restoration of our historic cities. We’re hoping this document will 
help take Habitat into neighborhoods that they've never been before." 
Having gotten rave reviews for A Pattern Book for Neighborly Houses, UDA 
is considering publishing a second edition with an increased focus on 


good houses at $75/ sq.ft., which is about ten times less then I normally 
do,” says Cameron. “One of the wonderful things about traditional archi- 
tecture is that there is a set of ground rules, so if you understand the basic 
proportioning and you know something about the history, it's a good place 
to begin." — Will Holloway 


A Neighborly House 


National surveys indicate that the vast majority of Americans are comfortable with affordable housing if it “fits in" 
the neighborhood. If efficient floor plans and basic massing are utilized (in keeping with Habitat's guidelines for 
cost-effective housing), it is possible within a very limited budget to create the detail and character needed for a 
house to be viewed as a “neighborly house" rather than just an “affordable house.” The house illustrated below 
accomplishes this, utilizing the recommendations detailed in this Pattern Book.

artha’s Vineyard is famed for its exclusivity. Each year, the tri- 

angular-shaped, 100-sq.-mi. island off the coast of Cape Cod 

plays host to the well-heeled from the worlds of politics, 

commerce and show business, who own and rent homes in its 
six major towns: Tisbury, Oak Bluffs, Edgartown, West Tisbury, Aquinnah 
and Chilmark. The island provided the backdrop for the Jaws movie trilo- 
gy, and is the site of much newsworthy celebrity 
activity, past and present. However it is not a place 
to “see and be seen.” It can be reached only by sea or 
air, and this relative inaccessibility is a selling point 
for those who seek privacy — which economics all 
but guarantee; property prices are an estimated 96 
percent above the national average and the cost of 
living isn’t far behind. 

On the western side of the Vineyard, the rural 
enclave of Seven Gates Farm, which straddles the 
towns of Chilmark and West Tisbury, is particularly 
tranquil, and a favorite spot from which to watch 
the sunset. It was developed as a sheep farm in the 
1860s (a working farm still remains) by Nathaniel 5. 
Shaler, a Harvard geologist who later subdivided a 
1,600-acre area into 40 separate home sites, each

marked by a metal stake in the ground that must be concealed by its respec- 
tive house. While it may seem an unlikely method for planning a communi- 
ty, adhering to this rule creates something of a natural vanishing act, where- 
by no house can be seen from any other. 

Oscar Shamamian, partner at Ferguson & Shamamian Architects 
(F&S) of New York City, describes the division of this land in Chilmark 
as “ingenious.” In 1999, his firm was approached to design a house there, 
on a waterfront site with magnificent views of Vineyard Sound. “The 
topographical conditions are wonderful,” says Shamamian. “There are 
hills and an undulating landscape that provides recesses that help elimi- 
nate views from house to house. The stakes were perfectly planted for 
optimum privacy.”

The 4,500-sq.ft., four-bedroom house was 
designed in the Shingle Style, with Greek 
Revival elements that recall local building tra- 
ditions. A one-bedroom guesthouse and stor- 
age barn were also built on the site. The house 
consists of five pieces — a central block, a one- 
story wing, another hyphen that connects to 
an appendage perpendicular to the house, and 
a projecting stone porch. This “additive mass- 
ing" gives the appearance of a house that has 
grown over many years. "The central block is 
modeled on Greek Revival characteristics, 
which I sense is the earliest period that build- 
ing occurred on the Vineyard," says 
Shamamian. *The appendages ease into sim- 
pler vernacular styles." 

The house is positioned downhill from the 
motorcourt, and emerges from the landscape 
slowly: first the roof, then the fieldstone gable 
porch, with its aged-fir timbers and exterior 
fireplace. A series of stone terraces connect 
the house and outbuildings with the land- 
scape, and on the descent to the garden, the 
front elevation is finally revealed. “Тһе hillside 
provides a natural drop-off, so we didn't make 
any major interventions, except to cut down 
the hill a little in front of the house to open it 
up to the motorcourt," says Shamamian. "It's 
not until you walk right around to the rear 
that you see the entire house unfold.” 

Guidelines prescribed by the homeowners' 
association and the local Coastal Commission 
played a key role in the development of both 
the house and the site. The firm had to adhere 
to a 24-ft. maximum ridge height while keep- 
ing the overall size to under 5,000 sq.ft.; in 
addition, the silhouette of the house could not 
break the existing tree line. “Тһе homeown- 
ers’ association was very protective of the 
trees, which is a good thing, not only envi- 
ronmentally but also aesthetically — mature 
trees enhance a building’s sense of space and 
give the structure scale, especially a new 
building,” says Shamamian. “They were posi- 
tively inclined to a proposal in which the 
house was broken down into different com- 
ponents as opposed to being a solid, imposing 
structure. It has a humble and gracious quality 
to it, and we worked within the rules to 
design something traditional and modest.” 

One solution to the low ridge height was to 
use dormers to accommodate the second floor 
within the roofline. The master suite occupies 
the central block, while the children’s bedrooms

occupy the "addition." "The rooms are small and compact," says 
Shamamian. “Given the program for five bedrooms, there wasn't a lot of 
room to spare considering the square foot limitation. It's like a Rubik's 
Cube — we had to fit these spaces into the available rooflines.” The master 
bedroom has three exposures, while the others have at least two. Not only 
does this fenestration flood the house with light, it also provides plentiful 
cross-ventilation, which was a particular concern of the owner. *The 
client prefers not to use air conditioning and feels that opening a window 
is a far more satisfying experience than having condensers chugging away,” 
says Shamamian. 

Like many Vineyard homes, the interior plan is highly traditional, 
with intimate spaces and well-defined functions. “But in general, the 
client liked discreet spaces, such as the separate kitchen and dining 
room,” says Shamamian. “They didn’t want all of the these functions 


merged into a great room.” And befitting a waterfront home, all of the 
rooms are extensively detailed with beadboard paneling and reclaimed 
pine flooring (obtained from the Mountain Lumber Company of 
Ruckersville, VA). The five-bay living room is perhaps the only room 
that harkens to modernity, as it stretches across the central block of the

house. *Five bays would have been a little unconventional for the pro- 
posed timeframe,” says Shamamian. 

This was not the first project F&S had undertaken on Martha's 
Vineyard, having completed a house in Edgartown in 1999, so Shamamian 
was familiar with its challenges. “It is more difficult to build on the island 
than say, in Westchester or Fairfield county,” he says. “It’s a resort, so while 
there is a lot of transportation available in the summer, service is more 
sporadic in winter. Plus, the off-season weather can be very harsh, which 
is a problem when supplies are reliant on the ferry. Even in summer, fog 
can shut down the airport.” However, the firm is undeterred, and cur- 
rently has two more Martha’s Vineyard projects on the boards. “Our firm’s 
desire to maintain the architectural character and environmental integrity 
of a location is well suited to the Vineyard,” says Shamamian. “We are for- 
tunate to have ground-up projects on the island that we often are told look 
as if they've been there for generations. Considering the wonderful 19th- 
century architectural context of the island, this is the best compliment we 
can receive. And despite the challenges of building and traveling to such a 
remote location, the reward of creating a house in such a beautiful context 
makes it all worthwhile.” — Lynne Lavelle

Estate Planning 


A carriage house fit for the Gilded Age completes a North Shore Long Island estate. 


n eclectic mix of homes in Lloyd Harbor, NY, makes it difficult 
to pinpoint a common style for the region. However, what's 
often found is the tradition of pairing casual, yet ornate, out- 
buildings with formal, grand estates. In April 2004, Alexander 
D. Latham III, principal of Northport, NY-based ADL III Architecture 
P.C., was asked to design a carriage house for a client whose house he had 
designed and was in construction at the time. Latham had designed the 
main house in the Colonial Greek Revival style; satisfied with the 
design, the clients gave Latham the freedom to choose a style for the car- 


With a casual design in mind, Latham and his team set out to research Long 
Island's larger estates. "The overall design came about when we were looking 
at some of the larger Gold Coast estates from the Gilded Age,” he says. “Оп 
Long Island there are many beautifully detailed structures and outbuildings.” 

Latham’s decision to use the Shingle Style provided the casual look he 
wanted for the carriage house. “It’s a very flexible style that is about the 
seamless unity of freely shaped massing,” he says. Yet, Latham also needed 
the design to be rich in detail. “The Craftsman style, with its attention to 
detail, lent itself well to this house,” he says. “Instead of having a formal 


riage house with the goal of includ- 
ing five to six garage bays with living 
space for guests. Tucked at the end of 
a cul-de-sac on the south side of the 
estate, Latham designed a carriage 
house in the Shingle Style with 
Craftsman embellishments, follow- 
ing the tradition of unique outbuild- 
ings in the region. 


eave detail with a closed soffit and a very finished look, we designed an 
open soffit that is a little bit more casual and informal in style and feel.” 
Indeed, the stained-mahogany open soffit and exposed rafter tails with 
decorative copper gutter brackets, from The Bungalow Gutter Bracket Co. 
of Lexington, KY, provide understated details on the exterior. 

Drawing inspiration from outbuildings on Long Island and looking in 
one of his favorite books, Arnold Lewis’ American Houses of the Gilded Age, 
Latham decided to face the first floor exterior with a granite veneer and 
on the second floor he used a natural white-cedar perfection shingle with

a 5-in. exposure. “During the Gilded Age many buildings and houses had 
stone on the first floor and shingle on the second floor,” says Latham. 
“Those houses are evident from New Jersey to Maine, exhibiting a casual 
and rustic appearance and yet still maintaining a feeling of permanence.” 

Although Latham opted to use a completely different design from the 
main house for the carriage house, he did use some of the same materials 
to tie the structure in with the main house. Vermont grey slate was 
installed on the roof of the main house and all of the outbuildings. New 
York bluestone was installed on the walkways and the sunken terrace on 
the east side of the carriage house; granite veneer stone on an outdoor 
fireplace was used on the main house as well. 

Following another Gilded Age precedent, a porte cochére anchored by 
one of the garage bays was built on the western side of the front facade to 
minimize the driveway needed to reach the parking court and garage bays

at the back of the house. “We wanted to emulate the carriage houses that 


allow the client and visitors to drive through to the parking court and hide 
the service-oriented functions at the rear of the house, creating a grander 
look,” says Latham. The porte cochère also allows the carriage house to 
maintain a single-family-house appearance in keeping with the rest of the 
neighborhood. “We didn’t mind having one of the garage bays facing 
toward the front because we felt that it was in line with the nature of a car- 
riage house, and it’s not like we had to hide that fact,” he says. Through the 
porte cochère a 5-ft. granite garden wall encloses the 2,300-sq.ft. parking 
court while providing, according to Latham, “a sense of enclosure and inti- 
macy.” At the eastern side of the parking court, three garage bays are built 
next to a small garden leading to the back entrance of the carriage house. 

During the design phase, the clients appreciated Latham’s design so 
much that they decided to eliminate one of the garage bays to designate it

for living space. “They felt that this was becoming something a little bit 
more special and they were getting very excited about the potential of it 
being more than a garage structure,” says Latham. “Once they saw the 
interior sketches they said, ‘We’ll take over this one garage bay because 
we could use that extra space on the inside." The garage bay became a 
powder room, mudroom, walk-in closet and laundry pantry for the liv- 
ing space. 

Along with the extra living space on the first floor, Latham opted to use 
a large open space for the kitchen, dining and living room areas. In these 
spaces, as well as in the master bedroom, Latham created a rustic carriage 
house feel by utilizing Craftsman elements. “The Shingle style typically has 
simple moldings that aren’t overly elaborate, and we carried that through- 
out the house,” says Latham. “But we wanted embellishments — certainly 
on the first floor.” 

Not only do the embellishments serve a decorative purpose, but they also 
separate the large open space into distinct areas. In emulating A. Hays 
Town’s rustic interiors, Latham used an exposed brick wall to define the 


kitchen area. “Town created wonderful ceilings because he utilized wooden 
beams and brick walls together,” says Latham. A stained hickory floor draws 
the eye to the living area, where a fireplace flanked by custom mahogany 
built-in cabinets serves as the focal point. The fireplace is surrounded with 


a blue tile, manufactured by Handcraft 
Tile of Topanga, CA, featuring an oak- 
tree motif that echoes the mature oak trees 
outside the bay windows on the north side 
of the room, as well as the exposed ceiling 
with oak beams reclaimed from a New 
England barn by Pioneer Millworks of 
Farmington, NY. 

The mahogany newel post and railing 
leading up to the second floor on the 
south side of the living hall posed a chal- 
lenge for Latham. He wanted a “different 
and unique take on a Craftsman railing,” 
he says, and opted to design one himself, 
along with Michael Iwanyzcko, a design- 
er at ADL III. “Instead of using a simple 
square baluster, we turned them at a 45- 
degree angle so that they give more 
dimension and play on the light.” 

On the second floor, the master bed- 
room was built over the porte сосһеге 
and, like the rest of the house, has cus- 
tom-built mahogany windows from 
Brooklyn, NY-based Zeluck Windows 
and Doors. The windows overlook the 
mature oak trees on the north side and 
on the south side, the roof, dormers and 
entryway of the house. “You get glimpses 
of the water during the summer and it opens a little bit more when the 
foliage isn’t on the trees,” says Latham. Another focal point in the bedroom 
is the mahogany fireplace and mantel with built-in cabinets in the same 
style as those on the first floor. A cupola in the center adds to the 
Craftsman charm of the bedroom. “That cupola was trimmed out on the 
inside with mahogany beadboard and is open to the bedroom below, so it 
lets in a lot of natural light,” says Latham. 

Aware of the importance of the roof to a Shingle Style structure, 
Latham strove to ensure that it was flawless. “We wanted the final exteri- 
or appearance of the roof rafters, soffit and roof decking to look like it was 
original and not like typical soffits that are boxed out with plywood,” he 
says. “So we stained the Douglas fir rafters to match the mahogany for the 
soffit and railings. We intended for the details to emulate what would have 
been done 100 years ago.” 

Completed in the summer of 2006, the carriage house proves to be a 
distinct structure on an estate that appears to have been built during the 
Gilded Age. Taking advantage of the secluded wooded site, the carriage 
house, though completely different in style from the main house, blends 
in seamlessly with the eclectic mix of styles in the region. “The carriage 
house,” says Latham, “is a nice little discovery that is part of this beautiful 
estate at the end of the road.” — Annabel Hsin 


New York bluestone was installed on the walkways and terrace to tie the carriage house to the main house. 
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Like most Creole cottages, the home features a large front porch lined with windows. 


The porch decking is tongue-and-groove clear pressure-treated pine. 
^We have a culture of porches here in south Louisiana,” says Waller. “The 
millwork shop has been running this decking for years. In the past, they 
were made of vertical-grain red cypress, but you can’t get that anymore, 
unless it’s salvage, so we use pine now.” 

Waller notes that the pine is air-dried for a minimum of 90 days, so it 
doesn’t get stressed and warp as it would in a kiln. “It is arrow-straight 
beautiful lumber, and it soaks up the paint because it is pretty dry,” he says. 
“It makes an excellent porch deck.” 

In keeping with the Creole tradition, the exterior of the house is fin- 
ished with lap siding with a 5-in. expo- 
sure; Waller used Highland cypress from 
North Carolina, as opposed to coastal 
cypress. “It is denser, has a good thick 
butt and it takes the paint really well,” he 
says. “It will be 10 years before it needs a 
paint job.” 

On the roof, Waller used GAF 30-year 
Timberline fiberglass shingles in a slate- 
blend color. “The 30-year specification is 
important,” he says, “as the lighter speci- 
fication has no substance and the heavier 
(45 year) is too faux. I have been using 
that for 30 years because of the color. It 
has enough of a shadow line and a quiet, 
neutral gray color. The cost is about 
$65/sq.ft. compared to about $600/sq.ft. 
for real slate. I would rather put the 
money in the millwork.” 

The front of the house features three 
dormers and there is another larger one 
on the rear roof. All of the pilasters, 
frieze boards, molding and face frames 
were supplied by AZEK. The three fire- 
places are from Isokern; the chimneys 
are stuccoed and feature bluestone caps 


and copper screens mortared over the 
flues to prevent chimney swifts from 
roosting in them. 

When it comes to millwork, Waller 
typically does his own shop drawings. “I 
did all of the drawings for the windows 
and doors and then gave them to the shop 
[Acadian Millwork and Supply of 
Mandeville],” he says, while lamenting the 
fact that old-style millwork is becoming а 
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Instead of French doors, Waller designed 10-ft.-tall openings, using stock 7-ft. 2-in. 
windows with two lower mahogany door leafs to provide access to the front porch. 


lost art. “There are people who can do the work, but there’s just not as 
much demand for it.” 

One pleasant surprise came during construction, when Waller discov- 
ered some old red cypress. “The lumber was located on the site of an old 
lumber mill on the bayou,” he says. The mill had been torn down but the 
pilings were still in the ground and were being pulled out when Waller and 
the client arrived. “They were 12-in. square and had hand-hewn points on 
the ends,” he says. “They had all been cut from virgin Tidewater cypress 
trees, and were probably 1,000 years old. They were sitting in the ground 
all these years, so they were perfectly preserved. 
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Waller designed the garage using traditional Creole briquette-entre-poteaux construction. 
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The back door opens to the back porch and the co 
the other side. 


“We decided to buy all of it. I told the 
client that anything we don’t use in the house 
can be sold at a profit. But we used just about 
all of it in the house. It is incredibly beautiful 
wood.” The cypress was used for exposed 
beams throughout the first floor of the home 
and for the posts, soffits, beaded ceilings and 
rafter tails in the garage wing. “It is in most of 
the rooms in the house, except for the bed- 
rooms,” he notes. 

The master bedroom and a guest bedroom 
are on the ground floor and two bedrooms 
and a bathroom are upstairs. Interior details 
include flat-panel doors made with applied 
molding, mahogany countertops іп the 
kitchen and antique rim-lock hardware. 

The house itself wraps around a courtyard 
in the back, with a breezeway leading to the 
garage. The garage features traditional brick- 
between-posts (briquette-entre-poteaux) con- 
struction, with cypress corner posts, diagonal 
connecting posts and brick in between. 

One of the challenges, Waller says, was 
designing the back landing that goes to the 
garage: “Because the garage is on a slab and is 
12 in. above grade and the house is raised 42 
in., І had come up with about 36 in. on the 
walkway to tie the breezeway roof to the 
house without making it look clumsy. It was a 
challenge to make it attractive to the eye and 
still work.” 

After a year and a half of construction, the 
Creole cottage took its place among the ver- 
nacular architecture of the area. Waller has 
designed a similar cottage in Mandeville, and 
he admires the style. “Creole design is really 
about the millwork,” he says. “In the past, they 
made everything by hand, using simple hand 
tools right on the job. It is simple and elegant 
millwork. That’s what I love about Creole 
architecture — it is primitive, but it is elegant 
at the same time.” — Martha McDonald

Discovering Hope

ho was Thomas Hope and w Љу is а man who died 177 years ago 
important today? Because Hope was a polymath and had a com- 
plex personality, the answer branches into many facets con- 
veyed in the 15 chapters of the exquisite Thomas Hope: Regency Designer. 
Expert authors develop specific qualities of Hope's ideas with a wealth of 
pictorial evidence that shows what he and a multitude of helpers produced. 

David Watkin and Philip Hewat-Jaboor have coordinated a book that 
serves as the catalogue for a major exhibition in London and New York 
City but also stands as the definitive record and analysis of Hope's accom- 
plishments. It explores the subject more deeply than the physical exhibi- 
tion can do and one will return to it for years. Having both the book and 
the show is a rare opportunity, and we have that luxury in New York City 
through mid-November 2008. 

Fresh from a three-month showing at the Victoria & Albert Museum 
(V&A) in London, “Thomas Hope: Regency Designer” runs at the Bard 
Graduate Center on West 86th Street from mid-July through mid- 
November. The exhibition includes a remarkable group of objects that 
make Hope’s ideas tangible. David Watkin and Philip Hewat-Jaboor were 
joined by Daniella Ben-Arie as curators. They were aided by Susan Weber, 
director of the Bard Graduate Center, and many members of the Bard and 
V&A staff. Fourteen authors contributed essays that explore Hope’s con- 
tributions to design, philosophy and literature. Hundreds of individuals 
are acknowledged in the front matter for 
assisting in the exhibition and catalogue 
efforts. The book itself weighs four pounds 
and costs $100, but I urge you to buy a copy 
early because relatively few were printed. 
Then lug it along to the Bard exhibition. For 
readers of Period Homes, I will focus on the 
architecture, interiors and furniture and 
encourage you to discover the other facets in 
the wide-ranging book and exhibition. 

Thomas Hope, born in the Netherlands, 
resettled with his Scottish banking family in 
London. He was an extremely wealthy out- 
sider to a London society that he successively 
criticized and attempted to enter. Exclusion 
and independence allowed him to preach by 
publishing books and practice by thoroughly 
remodeling major houses. In these he created 
total environments that encompassed the 
attire for his wife, furniture, interior decora- 
tion, gardens and collections of decorative 
arts, Greek vases, paintings and statuary. 
Hope was not an architect and he did not 
build from scratch, but in his famous town 
residence on Duchess Street in London and 
his later country house in Surrey, the 
Deepdene, he conceived architectural addi- 
tions and radically renovated interiors with 
the aid of two architects and legions of crafts- 
men. Once complete, especially at Duchess 
Street, he threw the houses open as models of 
cosmopolitan and intellectualized ways of liv- 
ing. The effects contrasted with the practices 
of the insular British society he desperately 
wanted to join and whose aesthetic attitudes 
he influenced. 

In youth, Thomas Hope’s grand tour lasted 
10 years during the final decade of the 18th 
century. In Italy, he commissioned paintings 
and statuary from Canova, Flaxman and 
Thorvaldsen. He ventured beyond Rome, not 
only to Greece, but also to Egypt, Syria and 
Ottoman Turkey. Unlike most grand tourists, 
Hope stayed a long time and recorded archi- 
tectural settings with a strong sense of place 
and intimate detail. He was also interested in 
recording ethnic clothing and hairstyles. The 
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wash of “Room in a Turkish Palace, Constantinople,” painted about 1790, 
is a finished study from preparatory drawings and notes. The work shows 
Hope’s concern for interior arrangements of the posh room, which he 
labeled “Turkish room. Sopha scarlet cloth & gold fringe. Cushions silk 
stuff with velvet flowers.[...] Small Octagon table inlaid in mother of 
pearl.[...]" A decade later, Hope would create refined settings for his 
London house on Duchess Street that reflected his studies. 

Thomas Hope returned from travel to London. From 1799 to 1802, he 
transformed a 1770 house by Robert Adam into a demonstration piece for 
reforming domestic taste in Britain. He animated a polyglot archae ology 
with a strong infusion of the imperial style that Charles Percier created for 
Napoleon. With considerable frustration, Hope pushed London cabinet- 
makers practicing the elegant, light, flat and abstract mode we associate 
with Hepplewhite and Sheraton to produce full-bodied, and what John 
Morley called “marmoreal,” designs. Like others in Europe, from 
Scandinavia to the toe of Italy, he synthesized archaeological sources from 
architecture, statuary and ancient and Renaissance furniture. 

In England, this goal had been adumbrated in etchings by the young 
architect Charles Heathcote Tatham. Thomas Hope engaged Tatham as an 
amanuensis to remodel the Duchess Street house and to add a wing for a 
picture gallery. The gallery was a very early domestic interior to sport ful- 
some Greek Doric columns. Hope never acknowledged Tatham’s essential 
contributions, a self-aggrandizing practice he would repeat in the 1810s 
and '20s when he fundamentally transformed his country house, the 
Deepdene. Hope undoubtedly had similar technical and aesthetic help 
from furniture makers and decorators. Whether arrogant or not, Hope's 
influence went far beyond that of a connoisseur merely assembling great 
works by others. The determined stamp of Thomas Hope i in architecture 
or interior decoration formed the foundation of a new taste. When Hope 
published his Duchess Street house in Household Furniture and Interior 
Decoration in 1807, he borrowed the identical title from Charles Percier. 
The line engravings, however, show a wholly synthetic British vision, not 
a borrowed style from Paris.

Although a chapter called “The Afterlife of Thomas Hope" demonstrates 
that Hope had a following throughout the 20th century, David Watkin can 
be said to have discovered Hope in the 1960s and fortunately, with the 
help of friends he inspired, he never left the subject. Watkin also recog- 
nized Tatham's involvement during his study of the drawings. In the chap- 
ter “The Reform of Taste in London: Hope's House in Duchess Street,” 
Watkin describes Hope's transformation of a severe Adam building into a 
rich demonstration piece: how a house could be intellectually and aes- 
thetically stimulating. 

Other chapters discuss how several generations of Hope family mem- 
bers set paradigms for connoisseurship that must have inspired Thomas. 
No predecessors, however, had the polemical agenda combined with artis- 
tic talent and taste that allowed Hope to achieve ideas of note and shock 
value. Hope was also anxious for acceptance. By May 1802, he had com- 
pleted the transformation of the house enough to invite 1,000 people for 
a party at Duchess Street, including the Prince of Wales. Two years later, 
Hope sent tickets for admission to members of the Royal Academy, caus- 
ing resentment at his impudence, but luring some curiosity-seekers. By 
the spring of 1807, however, a virtual tour was available to anyone who 
could obtain a copy of Household Furniture and Interior Decoration Executed 

from Designs by Thomas Hope. In an extensive text, he cites a goal for "culti- 

vating a new description of art, so urgently wanted, and hitherto so rarely 
possessed." He apologizes for the limits of the "lineal engraving" technique 
because, "In many ornaments, either very boldly projecting, or very 
deeply receding much of the beauty must depend on the strong contrast 
of the light and of the shaded parts.” The illustrations were less elaborate, 
according to Watkin, because Hope wished to keep the book price down 
to promote its access to the cabinetmaking trade. 

On the other hand, the outline engraving imitated his model, Percier 
and Fontaine's Recueil de décorations intérieures, brought out in parts from 
1802 through 1812. Such outline draftsmanship was a classical reaction ca. 
1790 against chiaroscuro engravings imitating wash rendering. Instead, the 
line art imitated the chaste draftsmanship of Greek vase painting. Hope 
himself had a good hand for linear work, and books on all of the subjects 
he published through the 1830s were rendered this way. 

Watkin takes us through the rebuilding process of the Adam house 
and then leads a room-by-room tour by way of the engraved views in 
Household Furniture. Other chapters in the richly illustrated catalogue, 
and objects on view at the Bard Graduate Center, allow us to flesh out a 
sense of place. The drawings do not convey the actual bulk and deep col- 
oration of a gold-leaf pier table with caryatid supports, for example. 
Catalogue item 68 is published with a photograph of its original loca- 
tion, the Aurora Room, as reconstructed in 1972 for an exhibition, “The 
Age of Neo-Classicism.” The black-and-white photograph gives a greater 
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sense of tonality than the line engraving 
can. Watkin reminds us that the silk cur- 
tains were orange satin edged with black. 
This room was partially reconstructed again 
for the Victoria & Albert exhibition, but 
such complex mise-en-scene, to say nothing 
of the superb John Flaxman statue, Aurora 
Abducting Cephalus, will not be transferred to 
the Bard’s showing. On the other hand, we 
can see much of the furniture and many of 
the decorative objects from Duchess Street 
at the Bard. 

The arrangements at Duchess Street must 
have changed in real life ca.1810 from what 
we see neoclassically frozen in Household 
Furniture. Those indelible ideas were trans- 
formed with Hope’s maturity into something 
more freely eclectic and vibrant in the 
Deepdene, his country house in Surrey. In 
“The Reform of Taste in the Country,” David 
Watkin winds our way into a three-dimen- 
sional palette that transmogrified from a 
Tuscan Campagnan villa to Pompeian third- 
style, to machicolated Gothic around the cor- 
ner, blending again into a third-style conser- 
vatory, stopping short with a new theater for 
the arts that perhaps evoked memories of a 
Byzantine /Islamic mélange from his youthful 
travels in the Near East. The Mediterranean 
cavalcade of styles masked a stolid brick 
country house built concurrent with Adam’s 
house on Duchess Street, but in a retardataire 
Baroque mode. The site was spectacular and 
the pastoral isolation from London snobbery 
allowed Hope to be, “occupied with m 
tulips. ..our countryside is truly beautiful.” 

Hope did not merely prolong the tulip- 
mania, however. He again worked with an 
unacknowledged ^ architect, ^ William 
Atkinson. Most likely, gardeners and others 
actually planted the tulips and sculpted the 
landscape. American aloes, as well as more 
fragile exotic specimens were prized. 
Hope transferred large quantities of his 
statuary, paintings and furniture to the 
Deepdene and he commissioned new works and interior decorations. 

Like Household Furniture, a book about the Deepdene was to have been 
published. In anticipation, a superb group of small and loosely drawn 
watercolors were prepared by two young topographical painters. Penry 
Williams specialized in luminous interiors and William Henry Bartlett 
painted exterior views and landscapes. Only two drawings of rooms can 
be directly compared to Household Furniture. One is a "Boudoir" with 
vibrant orange, rose and vermillion furnishing fabrics, a Welsh-sourced 
"Mona" marble fireplace and a mahogany monopodium table. The table 
was probably transferred from Duchess Street, but a French side-chair of 
the modest, post-Imperial type was likely to have been newly imported. 
Although much of the character of the room reminds one of the Percier 
influence in Household Furniture, the demeanor is intimately asymmetrical 
and one expects Elizabeth Bennet and Miss Bingley to take a turn. One 
could stretch himself out on the sofa in this room. The view of the 
"Circular Conservatory" does indeed catch Mrs. Hope striding out of the 
"New Library," in front of Thorvaldsen's Psyche, a chaste, half-draped fig- 
ure standing before a mirror at the back of her niche. Compared to the 
severely formal Aurora Room in Household Furniture, the similar composi- 
tion by Penry Williams is relaxed and animated. This does not simply come 
from Williams' lively and painterly technique in such a small compass: it 
also reflects Hope's maturity as a confident designer by the age of 50, open 
to a more fluent eclecticism than the thematic partitions evident in the 
segregated Duchess House rooms. 

I was able to contribute to the Hope exhibition by making an exterior 
model of the Deepdene with the help of students, especially Jonathan La 
Cross and Miriam Zamora. Since the house was radically altered by 
Hope's son, Henry Thomas Hope, and demolished in 1968 during the 
decade of David Watkin's monograph, Thomas Hope and the Neo-Classical 
Ideal, 1 consolidated the three-dimensional representation from William 
Henry Bartlett's effervescent watercolors and other scraps of evidence. 
The model shows the building in all its vitality and contradiction. 

David Watkin said in a recent conversation that reading a brief refer- 
ence to the Deepdene in Christopher Hussy's The Late Georgian Country 
House piqued his interest in Thomas Hope. Clearly, the cruel hands of neg- 
lect and suburban expansion struck at the same moment Watkin's ambi- 
tious monograph introduced a serious agenda — to discover the man's 
accomplishments. Now, 40 years later, hundreds of people, inspired by a 
small band of leaders, have published a definitive book and mounted an 
exhibition we are privileged to learn from and enjoy. ш

Classically Refined 


Wadia Associates: Residential Architecture of Distinction

2008, p. 26) is the latest firm to be profiled in the New Classicists 
monograph series from Images Publishing Group, following Ken Tate 
Architect and William T. Baker. 

Since founding Wadia Associates in New Canaan, CT, more than 30 
years ago, Dinyar Wadia has worked worldwide. However, he is best known 
for his work in and around Fairfield County, CT, home to many prominent 
old estates and ambitious newly constructed homes. It is to this portfolio 
of work that Wadia Associates: Residential Architecture of Distinction turns its 
attention, and the result evidences both the architectural diversity of the 
"Constitution State" and Wadia's versatility. Among the styles of new con- 
struction and renovation projects featured are Tudor, Georgian, Colonial 
Revival, French Renaissance and English Arts and Crafts, all supplemented 
by a corresponding pattern book, *A Question of Style,” and a list of projects. 

Throughout his childhood in Bombay, India, Wadia was inspired by many 
magnificent buildings, including the Gateway of India, Bombay Zoo, the 
Opera House and the Municipal Library. He grew especially fond of 
Victoria Terminus — renamed Chhatrapati Shivaji Terminus — India's pre- 
mier example of Hindu and Gothic architecture that was constructed by 
the British between 1878 and 1888. And during summers spent at a house 
outside Bombay surrounded by gardens, water features and gazebos, Wadia 
developed an appreciation for the relationship between buildings and land- 
scapes. This appreciation would later become a core design philosophy — he 
is quoted as saying, ^A house without a garden has no soul." 

As Classical and traditional architecture had largely fallen out of favor 
by the 1960s, Wadia drew heavily on these early influences during his 
studies at Columbia University. He graduated with a degree in architec- 
ture in 1968, then took a job at the firm of Victor Christ-Janer in New 
Canaan, CT. 

Like many traditional architects, Wadia could easily have pursued a 
career in Modernism. Working in New Canaan — the town made famous by 
Philip Johnson's Glass House — he honed his craft in Modern architecture 
for six years before starting his own firm in 1975 to follow his true passion 
for traditionally inspired homes. Today, Wadia Associates consists of eight 
architectural designers and an interior decorator, as well as several con- 
struction managers and support staff. Wadia Associates features a firm pro- 
file and a photo feature on Wadia's New Canaan office, the layout of which 
was inspired by Sir Edwin Lutyens' Heathcote, in Yorkshire, England. 

Of the homes featured, two sit (quite literally) side-by-side as examples 
of the firm's flexibility. Set on neighboring half-acres in Greenwich, CT, 
the first is a Greek Revival home that was designed to appear as if it had 
been added to over the years; the second is symmetrical and Georgian in 
style. Though entirely distinct from each other, both appear perfectly 
matched to the location and authentic to their target timeframes. And 
though typically smaller than the average Wadia-designed residence, each 
incorporates the same Classical proportions and functions — four bed- 
rooms with bathrooms, a wine cellar, two staircases, fireplaces in all major 
rooms, a pantry, outdoor porches and a study. 


R ecent Palladio Award winner Wadia Associates (see Period Homes, July

Landscape designer and writer Suzanne Knutson notes that Wadia does 
not slavishly follow precedents: ^While his residences feature the classic 
proportions of traditional architecture, Wadia is creative when it comes to 
room usage, often reinventing interior spaces to include family-breakfast- 
kitchen combinations, exercise rooms and spas, and extensive master bath 
areas. Of course, such rooms were unheard of in the traditional vernacu- 
lar, but Wadia is respectful of the desires of his clients and their need for 
a home that is practical and livable, as well as beautiful." 

Wadia Associates' integrated approach to design is much in evidence at 
“Gitanjali,” the 5,500-sq.ft. home in New Canaan, CT, that Dinyar shares 
with his wife Gool and their two rough collies Arjun and Draupadi. 
Though the English Country-style cottage — named after a poem by the 
Indian poet laureate Rabindranath Tagore — and its grounds were severely 
neglected when Wadia purchased them іп 1998, Gitanjali is now sur- 
rounded by Palladio Award-winning gardens, including a brook garden, 
woodland walk, English border, herb garden and peony garden: "The end 
result,” according to Wadia Associates, "is ап exquisitely detailed ‘cottage’ 
that is both spacious and modern while retaining the modest charm of the 
original house. Yet it is the interplay between the house and the gardens 
outside that linger in one’s memory — just as Wadia intended.” ш 


This Wadia Associates-designed French Country house in Connecticut comprises elements from different periods of French Classical architecture and recalls the work 
of architects who studied at the Ecole des Beaux-Arts in Paris in the late-19th and early-20th centuries.

ith the companion volumes English Style and Decoration and 

\ Л / French Style and Decoration, design consultant and author 

Stafford Cliff has produced one of the most impressive 

attempts to bridge English and French cultures since the completion of 

the Chunnel. Although based in London, Cliff has shown an admirable lack 

of bias — the two books are meticulously balanced: each spans from the 

18th to the mid-20th century; each is organized into six chapters; and 
each weighs in at a user-friendly 248 pages. 

Neither book, Cliff is quick to point out, was written as a formal his- 
tory or a comprehensive directory — а useful disclaimer, because both vol- 
umes are so replete with period drawings and sketches that most readers 
will be inclined to regard them as definitive studies. Virtually every aspect 
of historic domestic design ideas in England and France are represented in 
these books, from utensils, teapots and porcelain to textiles, furniture and 
interior decor. Cliff has assiduously researched the archives of museums 
and manufacturers to bring to light a plethora of never-before-seen 
images. “Some of the records I discovered could hardly have been expect- 
ed to survive,” Cliff notes, “being little more than scraps of paper, never 
intended for a client’s eyes, let alone to be printed in a book. Other 
designs I found recorded in pattern books, swatch books, shape books, 
sometimes actually rendered in color by the very craftsmen who had earli- 
er made the finished artifact.” But far from simply plundering old catalogs, 
Cliff emphasizes “initial designs and sketches, rather than later printed 
renderings. The result, I hope, is an anthology brimming with creative ener- 
gy, the images as immediate and vital as if they had been done yesterday.” 

English Style and Decoration begins its survey with the Classical and 
Rococo styles of the early-18th century. Cliff traces the impact of the 
Italian Renaissance architect Andrea Palladio, whose Four Books of 
Architecture was published in an English translation in 1715. Architects 
influenced by Palladio began to assume “a much more prominent role in all 
fields of domestic design, taking over from guild-organized craftsmen.” By 
the mid-century, however, enthusiasm for the elaborate Rococo style had 
waned, and Thomas Chippendale’s furniture designs ushered in an era of 
Neoclassicism. This trend, in turn began to fade by the end of the 18th cen- 
tury, and in his second chapter Cliff explains how “a new eclecticism began 
to appear,” relying on “heavier, more florid forms [...] furniture designs 
look over-ornate and even simple household objects begin to look too elab- 
orate for their function.” Cliff's third chapter examines the early-Victorian 
era, when “the years between 1830 and 1851 saw England assume a posi- 
tion of apparent unassailability in world manufacturing and economic 
affairs.” But that very manufacturing hegemony served to blunt English 
tastes, “as factories and workshops turned out goods in a bewildering vari- 
ety of styles, often in inappropriately elaborate and exaggerated forms.” 

The fourth chapter, on the High Victorian period, begins after the 
Great Exhibition of 1851, which Cliff sees as a wake-up call to English 
designers. “Far too many exhibits seemed preoccupied with the grotesque 
and vulgar detail of a half-understood traditionalism,” he writes. A reac- 
tion ensued, led by such innovators as William Morris, Charles Lock 
Eastlake and William Godwin, and commercial furniture utilized cleaner, 
sharper lines. The fifth chapter is devoted to the emergence in the late- 
19th century of the Arts and Crafts movement. Here Cliff recounts how 
“a number of guilds and societies were established, which reflected the 
new respectability of the applied arts and the preeminence of the artist- 
craftsman.” This change in tastes “was perhaps best expressed by the 
designers and cabinet-makers who came to be known collectively as the 
Cotswold School,” with designs derived from traditional English country 
furniture. The final chapter traces the drift from traditionalism to 
Modernism, exploring how “the very success of the Arts and Crafts move- 
ment led in the 20th century to a relative decline in English design, main- 
ly because it failed signally to address the problems of machine production 
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and the new aesthetic associated with it.” What emerged was the Modernist 
design of the 1920s, typified by the ceramics of Clarice Cliff and Susie 
Cooper, with their bold treatment of color and form; eventually a geomet- 
ric, angular modernism began to appear in other types of English design. 

In French Style and Decoration, Cliff starts in the late-17th century, when 
the Palace of Versailles was the showpiece of the Louis-Quatorze style: 
“[...] gilt and stucco, high mirrors, marble paneling, allegorical paintings, 
trompe l'oeil effects, and marvelously crafted furniture [...] drawn main- 
ly from classical antiquity, crossed, it sometimes seemed, with the 
Baroque of Roman palaces.” His second chapter examines the Louis- 
Quinze style of the first half of the 18th century, when the Rococo flour- 
ished. In these years, the French aristocracy relocated to Paris, seeking “a 
more relaxed lifestyle away from the pomp of the court.” Chinoiserie was 
embraced, and colors and forms grew lighter as the focus of design “shift- 
ed from large state rooms to the more intimate settings of salon and 
boudoir, demanding smaller, lighter furniture with more obviously grace- 
ful lines.” His third chapter concerns the Neoclassical reaction that fol- 
lowed later in the century, when the Louis-Seize style championed rec- 
tangular forms and straight lines. 

Cliff's fourth chapter focuses оп the age of Napoleon and “Styles 
Imperial.” The French Revolution had demolished the patronage of French 
decorative arts by the nobility, but this relationship was renewed under 
Bonaparte. “The luxury crafts were revitalized and a number of the 
Parisian ateliers reopened workshops which had flourished under the 
Ancien Régime, returning to the traditions of excellence of the 18th cen- 
tury,” writes Cliff. But as the period wore on, design became “heavier and 
more obviously ‘Imperial’ and favored an elaborate use of textiles in inte- 
rior decoration. After the fall of Napoleon and the rise of the Second 
Empire (1848-70), a near-obsessive eclecticism gripped French design; 
the fifth chapter relates how retailers’ products began “incorporating fea- 
tures borrowed from every style from the Renaissance onward, but espe- 
cially from Louis-Quatorze, Louis-Quinze, and Louis-Seize.” This outburst 
of stylistic crossbreeding would not abate until the late 1890s and the 
arrival of Art Nouveau. The sixth and last chapter focuses on Art Deco and 
Modernism in the early-20th century, trends launched by the duality that 
arose in the applied arts in the last two decades of the 19th century: “a 
demand for comfortable revivalist styles coexisting with the preference of 
an elite clientele for adventurous design.” 

Rather than rely simply on the breathtaking illustrations, Cliff has made 
sure to name all the essential players and trace the historical and econom- 
ic developments that shaped domestic design in England and France. Taken 
together, his twin studies show how the two countries reflected and con- 
tradicted each other over some 250 years. As histories, as sourcebooks and 
as aesthetic surveys, English Style and Decoration and French Style and 
Decoration stand as remarkable achievements. ш 


The eclecticism that defined the French Second Empire period also expressed a 
concern for domestic comfort. As a result, interiors became more sumptuous, such

Artisan Educating Architect

n most societies, education is an essential activity consuming a signif- 

icant investment of time and resources. Information, knowledge and 

values are passed to the younger generation by example and instruc- 

tion. Erecting any building of size requires common knowledge and 
communication among the various groups doing the planning, construc- 
tion, financing and finishing. The many workmen, artisans and artists 
involved are as important as any other group in conveying the style, 
unique character and public appreciation of the building. It is imperative 
that the architect communicates with the artisan and that the artisan 
reciprocates. 

The dictum often heard during business seminars for artisans is “edu- 
cate your Client/customer.” For the architectural wood carver, mosaic or 
stained-glass artist, the client is the architect, interior decorator, mill- 
work company, general contractor and the individual or organization 
financing the project. This is quite a diverse group of people with varying 
personal or professional points of view. Education must be more than a 
top-down management strategy; instead, it must be a web of information 
exchange. Regardless of how the relationships of these participants might 
be diagrammed in some business schematic, each participant must be 
included and given timely access to the concept and specific information. 
Sounds old hat, but in my 30-year career as an architectural wood carver, 
I have experienced some preventable collapses in communication. Among 
artisans working by commission, there is a familiar phrase: “learned a lot 
on that one.”

Monumental are the chances for a communication short-circuit among 
all those involved in a project. The idea that the architect produces the 
drawings that serve as a foundation to subsequent construction is the con- 
ventional expectation, but the architect who is both technician and artist 
is rare. 

To illustrate this, allow me to describe an incident that occurred sev- 
eral years ago. I received, as I often do, an unsolicited fax of a CAD draw- 
ing representing a pilaster capital for a mantelpiece. My initial reaction 
was one of intrigue and enthusiasm as it appeared to be a rendering of an 
Art Deco design, a style that I do not often encounter. As I studied the 
various lines, attempting to visualize the forms, I was puzzled by a num- 
ber of discrepancies. I called the architect and after some semantic con- 
fusion and several faxes back and forth, it became clear that what was 
intended was a Classical Corinthian capital. “Holy Smokes!” I remarked to 
myself, a little effort to portray a traditional capital would have been 
great; even a simple note explaining (the now ridiculous) drawing would 
have sufficed. Maybe the architect didn't have basic knowledge at his com- 
mand, in which case, what a sad commentary. 

Unfortunately, I could cite a number of instances when critical informa- 
tion was neglected or contradictory, or where a squiggle with the notation 
"carving here" was the sum of the information provided. I have found that 
if the architect isn't specific about the decorative details, most millwork 
companies do not risk an interpretation, but pass the task to the artisan. At 
this point, the idea is several steps removed from the client's desires. 

As an artisan, І need accurate drawings and specifications from the 
architect in order to perform my function fully. Drawings should be 
detailed and complete. Cost and timeframe are always primary concerns, 
but without a thorough understanding of what is to be done, the artisan 
is hard pressed to supply accurate costs. Realistically, the unknowns have 
a higher price and longer timeframe. The drawing of ornamental detail 
should have sections to determine depth of relief and shaded drawings 
(with conventional upper-left light source) to indicate slopes, relative 
levels and curvatures of the forms represented. I thoroughly believe that 
putting pencil to paper is a superior method of representing decorative 
elements. Coordination between hand, eye and mind demands attention, 
thought and reflection. Such focus is lost when manipulating a CAD pro- 
gram; technology obstructs the artistic intent. Drawings, of course, are 
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only representations, so some interpretation and variation in technique 
should be expected. Occasionally, architects are wise enough to defer to 
the artisan for guidance. In notes or conversation, a sense of the overall 
context, including the use, location and visibility is helpful, as is some 
notion of the historical idiom of the structure. 

Among the specifications the carver needs to know is the intended 
species of wood. It may be dictated by the larger context or, in the case of 
historic replication, by being faithful to the original. Just about any wood 
can be carved, but some are more appropriate to specific situations. It is 
the wood carver's responsibility to point out the detrimental influence 
pronounced grain has on the perception of three-dimensional forms, the 
general carve-ability of a species and the wear, strength or finishing prop- 
erties of a species. 

Artisans also need to be trusted, and afforded the respect given to any 
professional. Most artisans of good reputation are dedicated to their 
work, have accumulated vast knowledge of their chosen and related fields 
and have remained in business because of the quality of their work. These 
factors should earn the respect of other participants. 

The artisan, unlike the architect or other members of the team who 
are preoccupied with practical design, is concerned with four aspects of 
the work: design, material, tools and technique. Integrating these facets 
of the commission is key to the success of the artisan's work. In my case, 
some aspects are decided before I am commissioned. Most times the 
design is supplied to me by the architect, millwork draftsman or by a few 
thousand years of ornamental history. І may 
or may not have the option to alter the 
design. It must be said that I do design many 
items~and have a thorough working knowl- 
edge of methods and principles of design. 1 
will take great, sometimes academic, pains, 
to understand circumstances and intention 
of a design. I have often thought I should 
include a provision in my contract that 
allows me to redesign, reinterpret or “сог- 
rect" faulty drawings. 

The material is also frequently predetermined. Sometimes this doesn't 
matter, but the choice of material may determine other aspects of the 
process. Some millwork companies are not overly sensitive to providing 
properly fabricated carving blanks. Common problems are inaccurately 
made blanks or ones made by laminating thin pieces, thereby introducing 
a multitude of grain directions. Less common is the use of blatantly defec- 
tive material. 

Few architects are familiar with the tools of the wood carver. The clos- 
est most come to smelling the chips, the sharpening oil or the effort is by 
flipping through a catalog of machine-carved doughy do-dahs. I do not 
disparage this sort of thing except to point out that hand-carved orna- 
ment is more true to the historic originals, is crisper in appearance, is 
unique, maybe even idiosyncratic, and has a human story behind it. As 
there is no substitute for genuine gold, there is nothing that replaces 
hand-carved work. 

Still more arcane to the architect are the techniques employed by the 
trade carver. Understandably, one needs to be a practicing carver to fully 
appreciate the process. This is why I firmly believe that all architectural 
students should be required to spend several semesters hammering nails 
alongside the carpenter, hauling brick or working with an artisan laying 
tile, or making cabinets. With a few exceptions (notably the University of 
Notre Dame School of Architecture) snipping out foam-board models is 
as close to real life as architecture students get. How many walk around 
with purple thumbnails or sawdust in their boots? 

The integration of the four aspects of craft produces a work of art, but 
more than that, a human story. Though many trade artisans work more or 
less anonymously, they have invested incredible amounts of time and 
effort into a piece. The attractive character of a piece is dependent to a 
large extent on the individual techniques used, with all the risk and 
imperfections inherent in a hand-produced item. It is this personal 
involvement that makes the architect's drawings come alive, to be some- 
thing worthy of society's values. ш
